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3-Power Rule for 
Germany Planned; 
Parley Concluded 

■WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP) — The big three— Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin— have agreed on plans for shoi-tening the war 
in Europe, on complete elimination ofbothnaziism and German mili- 
tarism and on cooperative action in liberated Europe. 

That was announced today in a communique from the meeting of 
the President, Britain's prime minister and Marshal Stalin of the 
Soviets in the Crimea. The conference lasted eight days and result- 
ed, the statenient said, in "continuing and growing cooperation and 
understanding among our three .countries and among all the peace- 
loving nations." 

As for Germnny there was no effort to soften the force of 
unconditional surrender and the three leaders declared: 

"It ia not our purpose to destroy the people of Germany, 
but only when nazis and miHtarism have been extirpated wilt 
there be hope for a decent life for Germans, and a place for 
them in the comity of

"Nazi Germany is doomed," 
the communique said at an- 
other point. "The Germans 
will only make the cost of 
their defeat heavier to them- 
aolvea by attempting to con- 
tinue a hopeless resistance-"

MANILA, Feb. 12 (U.R) — 
The fortress of Corregidor in 
AfaniJa harbor, where Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur'a Ameri- 
canH made their last stand 
agninat the Japanese, rocked 
today under the heaviest sat- 
uration bombing attack yet 
launched in the Pacific. 

For nearly a week Japanese anll- 
alrcratt cuna on the rocky fortress 
havo been silent, presumably 
knocked out by American bombs. 

Tlio terrific air attack, soflenlng 
up Corregidor for an American land- 
ing, come as Amcrlcon-tank and In- 
fantry columns splintered the Japa- 
nese forces In southern Manila. The 
Japanese were cut Into scores of Iso- 
lated pockets and Infantry patrols 
were swecphig down burning streets 
la destroy tlicm. 

In the last 48 hours more than SOO 
bombing Eortlcs have been flown 
against Corregidor and southern Ba- 
tonn. In one attack 25 barges laden 
wltli Japanese troop-i were caught 
oft the eastern Batuan coast and dc- 
Blroycd with on estimated 3J00 
IroDps.

KEEP IT SANE 

The tumult and shouting over who shall be 
eecrctary or commerci; have died down lor a 
moment. And during the lull wo should like 
to address a plea to the parties to the dis- 
pute before the hubbub starts up aKBln. 

So to the principals of the controversy, 
to their seconds In the White House and 
congress, on the radio and In the Held of 
Journalism, we make this modest requcat: 
please lay off the campaign oratory. 

The American people had enough of It lost 
lall. We are conditioned by habit to endure 
It once In lour years. We can even let our- 
EElves get slightly potted on repeated shots 
of hyperbole and general hooey during the 
campaign months. We can believe and repeat 
the most extravagant charges of virtue and 
villainy. 

On the day after election, however, the peo- 
ple are more than glad to dismiss the political 
melodrama from their minds. They are a 
little ashamed of an emotional binge that 
flatters neither their candidates, their Intel- 
ligence nor their senpa of responsibility. They 
are ready to calm down, and eager to see 
their elected servants tackle the notion's 
problems. 

But the announcement ol the President's 
dismissal of Jesse Jones and hia appointment 
of Henry Wallace to the commerce post set 
loose another flood of campaign oratory. It 
wasn't all political talk, but its emtrtlonal- 
Ism and substitution of personalities lor Is- 
sues certainly put much of the soundfng-ofl 
In the "campaign" category. 

Important Issues are Involved In the com 
mcrce department change. And they are too 
Important to be clouded by the harangues 
that began the day after Mr. Roosevelt's 
Jourth Inauguration and continued through 
Feb. 1. 

The chief Issue, It seems to us. Is whether 
private business and industry shall chart the 
course of peacetime employment, with the 
Inevitable ahd indispensable aid of govern- 
ment loans, or whether the government 
lending agencies shall be part of a dominant 
government plan In which peacetime employ- 
ment Is only one phase of a vast social 
program. 

It didn't help to resolve this Issue by charg- 
ng that this one or that one was "looking 
forward to defeat," or that either principal 
In the dispute was deliberately plotting un- 
employment, depression or revolution. It 
didn't help to suggest that Henry Wallace's 
appointment would mean the advent of com- 
munism, or that Jesse Jones' continuation In 
ofllce would have meant the end of Ameri- 
can democracy In 10 years. 

Such toll: was absurd, and Insulting both to 
Mr- Wallace and Mr. Jones. We are sure that 
the public has had enough of It. So when the 
debate on -Mr. Wallace's appointment re- 
sumes next month— and there Is still plenty 
ol material for debate — let us hope that the 
participants will keep It sane, sensible and 
dlgnllled. 



GERMAN 'INNOCENTS' 

An official nazl publication, Helnrlch 
Hlmmler's "Das Schwarze Korps," has finally 
said what many citizens of allied countries 
have been saying for a long time. A recent 
issue, according to OWI, states that "actually 
there arc no 'Innocents' in Germany," 

Of course the nazis' point In saying this Is 
different from ours. They want to put fear or 
the alliesjn every German heart. They want 
to make every German believe that he Is 
equally guilty with his leaders. They want to 
create the idea that the allies will show no 
mercy, and that oil Germans must now light 
and dJe, it need be, to postpone defeat and 
prolong their leaders' stay on earth. They 
want no rebellion or easy surrender. 

"Hie Germans' conquerors will treat them 
mote kindly than the gestapo. But they are 
not going to consider Germany as a race of 
blameless lombs led astray. As "Dos Schwarze 
Korps" points out, the Germans now pulling 
an Innocent face and pointing to the other 
fellow did not refuse such benefits and gains 
08 national socialism afforded them. 

Too many Germans cheered and worked for 
Hitler's war when It was going well, and' dis- 
covered the fuehrer's faults only when defeat 
wbs I mm inent. They are the ones who surely 
vlli protest at some future date against the 
onerous terms of their country's surrender. 

And when tliat time comes they might have 
cited to them the record of their leaders' own 
words: "Actually, there are no 'Innocents' In 
Germany.'

The latter, 
according to their theory, dots not alt In at White 
house powwowg where basic policies are framed, 
whereas the secretary of commerce enjoys this priv- 
ilege. 

EXPLANATION— Jesse H. Jones, consciously or 
unconsciously, tipped off the OOP-era to this strategy. 
In frequent appearances before congressional com- 
mittees Investigating Ills traiusctlons, he cmphasiied 
that the rccotutructlon finance qorporatlon officials 
do not form basic policy. 

His Instructions on odvancUiE funds for prosecution 
of the war come from deporlmcntal liEsds oflcr they 
have first eold the Idea to FDH. Here a-c the Texon"s 
verbatim worda: 

'If llie war department tells ui to build a war plant, 
we build n war plant. II (fie navy department (ells 
us to build a navy plant, we build a navy plant, If 
the foreign economic ndmlnlstrstlon tells us U) make 
a loan to Soulh Amerlcn. we malce the loan. Bo you 
see that we do not consider ounelves a policymaking 
□TganlKatlon." 

This explanation may occount for Boosevcll^ readi- 
ngs lo agree to passage of the Qeorfie bill— and why 
Talt and Martin want to keep Wallace a thousand 
aiUes miles or more Irom the Inner circle of advisers. 

BUSFICION— The exceptionally well-greased ma- 
chinery which President Rowevelt employed for as- 
suring the senate tliat he would opprovo the Oeorge 
proposal first frovoked Bepuhllcan suspicion tliat the 
While Houie-Wallacc forces wtre scheming to outflank 
the opposition. Gallery reporters apparently missed 
the maneuver, but 11 waa not lost on llio minority 
strategists. 

Feb. t Malorlly Leader Dsrkley urged passage of 
the Qeoreg bill, explaining that lie hod always opposed 
giving vast control over cash and cre<llt to a cabinet 
member. He sdded. however, that he did not know 
whether the Preildent would sppro%'B ths Georgian's 
plan. By that Um« the senale had voted In favor of 
It overwhelmingly. 

OUTSMAIITED-Whllc Bstklty was on hLi feel, hs 
received a message from the Whlu> House Informing 
him that the President would sign the Oeorge bill and 
had no objection to maUng Wallace a mere figure- 
head as secretory of commerce. Noturally. Talt grew 
suspicious, In view of the fact that only 30 minutes 
earlier, the Kenlucklon bad prafcssed Ignorance of 
the White House atUtude. 

Oddly, Aoosevelt was thousands of miles from Wash- 
ington when hli message was forwarded to the senate. 
He was then on his way to the big three conference 
"somewhere east of London." Apparently, he had 
fortified himicif by leaving his approval of the Oeorge 
bill at ICOO Pennsylvania, avenue bjfore he left. 

Tlius FDil may have outsmarted himself. Per It 
was this easy willingness to agree to sUlpplng down the 
Wallace-headed commerce department which strength- 
ened the Tatt-Marlln determination to demand "un- 
conditional lutrender" Irom the White House.

Tills unit— Uie «nth bomber 
group— Is a world Ui Itself. Big, 
solid, Texan Col. Troy W. Craw- 
lord of Cl Pnso Is the commanding 
officer responsible for getting the 
lanes Into the air. 
The top planning Is done by 
Ueut.-Ocn. Jimmy Doollttle, who 
makes the final decisions on the 
targets and tlio number of planes 
to go over. Tlien orders are sent 
down ttirougli dlvlaloai and wings to 
bomber groups such ns this one. 



When the order comes to put \ip 
10 maximum number of planes 
that the unit can nend up. the first 
step Is to nlert the ground crews. 
Shortly after midnight they go to 
work on the big Libera tors "on 
line." 

The bombers scattered around the 
perimeter ot the Held are not under 
shelter, and neither are the men 
work on them. This means that 
tlirough the cold, wet night the 
ground crews clamber In, over and 
under tile big plones. They lest 
the thousand and one gadgets In 
this mo ft complicated of msc bines. 

At a:JO Ihtf plane crews are 
wakened. Drei-'lng for the Arctlff 
cold of high altitudes Is a slow and 
careful process that Is not com- 
pleted until after' briefing, Firsi 
omes breakfast, and at about t 
-'clock the crews ore rcody for the 
moln briefing. They crowd into the 
brlellng rooms, where IntelllRcnce 
otflcers explain the target and en- 
larged photographs and maps ore 
thrown on 'd screen In front ot the 
darkened room. 

It Is a serious busli)tss. Iteter- 
ence to "comparatively light flak" 
over the target area draws brief. 
Ironic laughter. These boys know 
what "comparatively light flak" 
means In tills phase of the air wot 
With Otrmany, when moat plunes 
get buck safely. 

After the main briefing there are 
special briefings lor pfbti. navl-' 
gators and bombardiers.

sider Ihey have a casual sound. 
What the n-ytar«3ld colonel with 
the pointer In front of the room Is 
Ulklng about Is how these 
men may be able to save their 
lives l( they nm Into serious 
trouble from Heather or the 
enemy. He tells them tho sig- 
nals lo uie if Ihey have to take the 
course ot lost resort, and ugaln there 
Is brief, almost disdainful InuRhler. 

Take-ofI time Is cIoac to what la 
thcorellcally called daylight over 
here. It U still dark oulfildc when 
the briefings are over. A thin mlit 
Is blowing over the Held. FTom 
the control tower you connot tea 
the planes lining up for the take- 
off. 

Now In the darknesa and tog, tho 
first plane Is coming down Iho 
runway. To tlie rlglit of the control 
Cower, a learctillght throws n long 
shaft o( light across tile ninwsy. 
Planes must be In the nlr before tliey 
reach the band of light. In order lo 
clear the trees Invisible at tho end 
Of the Held. In the shaft from the 
searchUght ycu can see tlao rain 
falling. 

The fourth plane seems tied to 
the ground. We In tho control tower 
are all lr}'Ui| to help It up. It jusi 
clears the hurdle of light, like a 
horse barely over a Jump. You 
breathe more cully when it's over. 

Ill his calm dtawl. Colonel Craw- 
tord sayi, 'This Isn't really a bad 
morning. Why. sometimes you csn'i 
even see Ihe planes os they bo past 
the control tower.
